Washington, Ju ly IO.— President Wilson in presenting the peace 
treaty with Germany to the senate today declared a league of free

Mr. Wilson said the agreement on the covenant had given the 
conferees to believe their work was to be permanent, and the most 
practical among them “ were at last the most ready to refer to the 
League of Nations the superintendence of all 
interests,

problems which would require a continuing oversight.”

President W ilson’s address, which required forty minutes to de­ 
liver, was devoted almost wholly to the League of Nations. “ Ameri­ 
can isolation,” the president said, “ ended 20 years ago at the close of 
the war with Spain. 
Fear of Am erican motives now also had end­ 
ed,” he declared. 


“ There can be no question of our ceasing to be a world power,” 
said Mr. Wilson. 
“ The only question is whether we can recuse the 
moi al leadership that is offered us whether we shall accept, or reject 
the confidence of the world. 
The war and peace conference, in his 
opinion the president said, had already answered that question, “ and 
nothing but our mistaken action c^n alter it.” 


“ After the end of the great wa 
the president said, “ every en­ 
lightened judgment demanded thai:, at 
whatever 
cost 
of 
indepen­ 
dent 
action every government that took thought for its people, or 
for justice, or for ordered freedom should lend itself to a new pur­ 
pose and utterly destroy the old order of international policy.” 
“ Statesmen find difficulties in 
accomplishing this purpose,” the 
president continued, “ but the people could see none and could brook 
no denial.. The League of Nations.” he added, “ was not merely an 
instrument to adjust and remedy old wrongs under a new 
treaty 
of 
peace; it was the only hope for mandkind.” 


“ It had not been easy.” the president said, “ to grasp the new or­ 
der of ideas on the old, and some of the fruits of the grafting may, I 
fear, for a time be bitter. “ But w ith very few exceptions” he add­
